THE PARTICULAR event as­ 
signed to today's lesson must 
have occurred some time after 
the visit of the shepherds to the 
manger, for there is no indica­ 
tion. that the Wise Men found 
the holy family in that humble 
place. Perhaps they had been 
given more suitable lodging by 
th a t time. 
The Wise Men were of that 
class of magi who devoted their 
lives to the pursuit of scientific 
truth and astronomy. Where 
they lived, we do not know ex­ 
actly, but presumably they were 
Babylonians. 
While we 
nor­ 
mally speak of the three Wise 
Men, there is no indication in 
Matthew's account of the exact 
number, only that three major 
rifts were presented to the 
Christ Child. 
Matthew 2:2 is a fascinating 
terse. Without preamble we find 
these Wise Men have a knowl­ 
edge that the King of the Jews 
has been bom and they have 
teen a particular star which 
they called “his.” 


just five miles south of Jeru­ 
salem. He sent the Wise Men on. 
their way with orders to return 
and tell him of the Infant King 
so that “he might also go and 
worship him.” 
Once more on their journey, 
the Wise Men again found tho 
star guiding them directly to 
Bethlehem and the house where 
the young child was. There la 
tremendous significance in tho 
fact that these Wise Men, in 
falling down to worship, did not 
worship the mother, nor tho 
mother and child; they “worn 
shipped him.” In all the Scrip­ 
tures there is no hint that any 
but the Three Persons of tho 
Trinity should be worshipped, 
Now the Wise Men presented 
their symbolic gifts: frankin­ 
cense, the choicest of all odors^ 
was offered to the Son of God; 
myrrh to the son of Mary, who, 
as a man, was subject to mor­ 
tality; and gold to the Son of 
David, the King of Israel 
Once more, in Matthew 2:12- 
14, we find divine intervention 
in the life of the holy family.

There is no doubt that the 
atar was sent of God for this 
specific occasion, for it cannot 
be identified on any of the old 
astronomical 
charts. 
Because 
they had read the ancient books 
of the Hebrews, and because all 
the Orient was expecting a Mes­ 
siah, the Wise Men knew this 
star would lead them to the 
King for whom they searched. 
Their inquiries in Jerusalem 
came to the attention of Herod, 
who was exceedingly suspicious 
of all who were even supposed 
to be rivals for his throne. Hav­ 
ing little acquaintance with the 
Old Testament prophets, Herod 
called in men who knew the 
sacred writings well and put the 
Wise Men’s questions to them. 
Turning to the book of Micah, 
they repeated his prophecy made 
700 years previous (Micah 5:2). 
If Herod was troubled by the 
Wise Men’s questions, he be­ 
came doubly troubled on learn­ 
ing that, according to ancient 
prophecy, he who was to be 
King of the Jews would be born 
in the little town of Bethlehem, 


The Wise Men were warned of 
God in a dream not to return to 
Herod, and they took another 
route to their own. country, 
Joseph, too, had a dream in 
which he was warned of Her­ 
od’s coming vengeance and told 
to take the Child and His moth­ 
er and escape to Egypt, there 
to stay until the angel returned 
with word it was again safe to 
live in Judea. 
Herod, increasingly angry and 
suspicious regarding the birth 
of the Babe in Bethlehem, and 
knowing, when the Wise Men 
failed to return, that his own 
motives were under suspicion, 
sent soldiers to Bethlehem to 
slay all male children two years 
and under, thus fulfilling the 
prophecy of Jeremiah. 31:15. 
Eventually, evil Herod died 
and the angel summoned Jo­ 
seph and Mary and the young 
Jesus to return to Judea, where 
they took up residence in the 
little, out-of-the-way town of 
Nazareth, again fulfilling an Old 
Testament prophecy, this one 
from Isaiah 11:1.

Chances for orderly develop­ 
ment of the Congo are dim as 
ever, four years after its inde­ 
pendence. That key country in 
the heart of Africa may be win­ 
ning the melancholy distinction 
of becoming the main arena in 
the cold war. 
In general, the U.S. aim in the 
Congo has been to keep it to­ 
gether and to keep the Commu­ 
nists out. If stability is the key 
to achieving this, it will be a 
tough struggle. 
There is not much leadership 
timber to choose from. In the 
thin ranks of what is available, 
politics is a matter of every 
man for himself. The outs battle 
the ins, and the ins battle the 
outs. 
Any Congo leader wrho is sat­ 
isfactory to the United States 
will be opposed by the Com mu 
nists, 
and probably also by 
many 
African leaders whose 
Pan-African 
patriotism 
c a n 
cloak 
vaulting 
ambitions 
of 
their own. 
Moise Tshombe came to pow 
er as premier last July. Since 
then propaganda of Communists 
and of leaders hostile to the 
United States has gone all out 
trying to turn Iii rn into the 
West's greatest liability. 
Nerves are raw in Africa. Bel­ 
gian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Paul 
Henri Spaak says black Afri­ 
cans seem to suffer from a deep 
inferiority complex. They are 
easily swayed by slogans and 
labels, easily convinced that all 
their woes trace to colonialism 
and imperialism. Thus, when 
Tshombe antagonized virtually 
all sides with his attempt to set 
up a secessionist state in rich 
Katanga Province, he was easi­ 
ly labeled a “colonialist tool.” 
When Tshombe’s foes accused 
him of plotting the murder of 
Patrice Lumumba, the Congo’s 
first premier, it wras easy to 
make Lumumba a martyr and 
symbol of resistance to colonial­ 
ism. 
But Tshombe’s departure into 
exile didn’t save the Congo. 


Premier Cyrille Adoula’s gov­ 
ernment was plagued by rebel­ 
lions, supported and often in­ 
spired by Communists from out­ 
side. 
Moscow 
and 
Peking, 
though competing in the Congo 
for influence, both denounced 
Adoula as a man conspiring 
with the United States to crush 
‘People’s rebellions.” 
Finally, 
last 
June, 
Adoula 
quit. 
Tshombe returned, this 
time to Leopoldville, with prom­ 
ises to form a “ government of 
national 
reconciliation” 
and 
achieve “ miracles within three 
months.” No sooner had he tak­ 
en over than Kindu fell to rebels 
in the east, and, soon after, 
Stanleyville. 
Tshombe’s army was in dis­ 
array. Tshombe himself des­ 
perately tried to accommodate 
all sides, even the Communist-

If the Commu­ 
nists’ goal is chaos, it is far 
easier to achieve than stability. 
One detects in the United 
States a weariness with African 
diplomacy. America still has 
friends among the more mature 
African leaders. The weariness 
with the others can lead to 
growing sentiment for concen­ 
trating U.S. efforts on countries 
where they will be welcomed.
